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HOME SECRETARY'S REPORT. 



The record of the siztli year of the work of the Missionary 
Societies of the Northwest, has been published from month to 
month in our Mi^zine. There have bees some dark spots on the 
way, bnt they are as necessary to growth as sanshlne. Plans for 
the coming year press so dose upon us, that we oau say but little of 
the past. 

We have experienced a eommon sorrow with all Christian 
workers, in the death of Mrs. Dorcmus, of New York. She was 
the originator of Woman's Work for Woman In heathen lands, and 
led the work until past the allotted three-soore-years-and-ten of 
man's life. Futh was her strong staff, and on her banner was 
inscribed, " The Lord lovoth willing obedience." Well said her 
pastor, " Her epitaph was written eighteen hundred years ago by 
Paul, in hia description of the holy widow '. ' Well reported of for 
good works : she hath brought up children ; she hath lodged 
strangers ; she hath washed the sdnts' feet ; she hath relieved the 
affiioted ; she hath diligently followed every good work.' " 

We have also shared a &mily sorrow, in the death of Mrs, 
Kittrit^, one of our officers, and a leader of the work in this city. 
Her hopefol nature aided her in lightening our burdens, and we 
mtes her from onr counsels. Let her mi^mory be an inspiration. A 
Dumber of individual societies have reported deaths of prominent 
members, and they fear the work may suffer in the church. They 
forget that this is the Lord's cause and oannot foil for lack of 
homan instrumentality. 

The concise statement of woik accomplished, is, one hundred and 
fiity-aix new auxiliaries formed, making the total now recorded on 
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om boots, five haodred snd fiftj-eight. We now number tbirty- 
ooe Preebjterial orgmizatioDs, twelve new ones having been formed 
daring the jear. In Indian* every preebjtery has organised a 
sooiety, being the first State in onr department that has made 
thorough work of it. W« recommend emphatioally this preflbj- 
teriftl method aa (he most valuable aid to our work, and the simplest 
■nd surest way of reaching every church. 

We have sent out three new miBsiontriee ; Mrs. Van Hook and 
Mrs. Ward to Persia, and Miss Ketobum to China, and have one 
lady under appointment. We are now pledged to support twenty- 
foar missionaricfl, teaching in as many different mission stations. 
This is a sacred obligation, and a failure to Ailfill it on oar part, 
would appear that we had put the hand to the work and looked 
back. We have many offers of new workers, but we have to hold 
them in reserve beoauso we have not means at our command with 
which to send them. Is this the wisest course? Is our f^th so much 
weaker than the faith of our fathers, who met in Woroester, Mass., 
in 1811 , to formally appoint the first four foreign miasionaries, and 
lo I a fitlh young man applied. There had been no provision made 
for such a case, but tftey dared not reject ihe new candidate, and 
before the vessel sailed which was to carry them to their new homes, 
the treasury was full. 

Now this brings to mind the complaint of a large number of onr 
Booieties, that money cannot be collected while the times are so dull. 
Is this retrenchment in giving, adopted by the Amerioan women in 
every deparLuient of living ? Do they dress more simply, and is 
the food pkiner 7 Several years ago a servant in an eastern State, 
■ earning eighty-seven cents a week, was trying to save enough to 
bring her lUmily to America. She heard her employer talk of send- 
ing- bibles to the heathen, and one day brought him fifty cente for 
that purpose. The gentleman said, " You cannot do this and bring 
your parents here." She replied, " They can go to Heaven from 
Ireland, for they have a bible. I do not know but I ought to give 
enough for two bibles." Have yon done as much ? In Siam tbe 
converts give sevia days wages, annnally, for missions, and for the 
whole year they only earn a few dollars. Have you done as much ? 
The scores of new CbristUns who have come into all of our obntdia 
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aro re&dy to work, and it depends upon yon, mothera ftnd siHten, to 
place the Jwork in their hAuda. The Lord will bring to their 
remembruioe that "tlie gold and the silver are His." Surely they 
will delight to send the shout, " He bath redeemed na," around the 
world. It is all they o&n do for His great love, and it admits of no 
delay. " Bead His letter sent before Hun, ' Behold, I oome 
quickly.' " 

A prutical saggestion here, is iystematic giving, by the nee of 
enrelopee. Small subeoriptions can be easily Betmred in this way, if 
solicitors are faithfnl, and during the year it is these smaller fffte 
that go mainly towardu filling the treasury. 

Alany societies find trouble in interesting the ladies of the 
church. Often they care nothing for it, because they Imow nothing 
of it. To help in this direction, we would recommend and ni^ 
the appointment of a lady in every society, whose only care shall 
be to obtain subscribers for our Magaxine, " Woman's Work for 
Woman." Misnonary publications are now bo reasonable in price, 
that they are within the reach of all societies, and if only one copy 
can be secured, select some lady to learn at home and instruct at 
the meeting. Change these leaders every few months, so that the 
burden shall not fell on a few, as is too often the ease. If yon 
have secured a specific object to support, do not ask to have it 
changed, for it makes confusion, and weakens your interest. When 
any new society desires a special object for prayer and labor, lot 
them select within our obligations as &r as possible, and when a 
pledge is made, let great exertions be made to secnre the amount. 
Some societies in forming towns have never had much life, because 
they find the members too scattered to meet regularly. One report 
this year reads, " We have our monthly meeting the Friday after- 
uoon and evening nearest the ftill moon," This does away with 
dark nights and makes a long ride delightful. 

We make one tender appeal to-day t« mothers for homes for 
children of missionaries. The greatest trial of the missionary is, 
that fae cannot educate his children in a heathen country. One 
Buoh home as we mean has existed several years near Boston. A 
Cbrietian widow, owning her own home, has taken several childrot, 
Bending them to the common school with her own, and retiuning 
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the boys until the; tie throogh oolite. In every case some one 
indiTidnal has been fbnnd ready to sapport and olotJie new pQ{»]a 
anUl their atndies were completed. la there no one in oar grand 
West, who could open joat such a home, and do a great work for the 
Maater? 

Many more BU^eationa might be made, but by looking over the 
different departments of our Annua) Report, you will find nearly 
all qneetiona anawered. Anything not nnderstood we will gladly 
make plain by personal letter. 

And now, what can we aay more, standing on the diTiding line of 
the old time and the new ? You know yonr duty, for you have 
read it in the revealed word of Ood — belieyk. Yon have read it 
in the anxious &oea of the men and women you meet daily in the 
atreets — wore : lift the burdens. Yon hear it spoken in the ory 
of the dying heathen — GIVE : give us the Bread of Life. Step out 
of Bclf into Christ and the way will become plain. Probably you 
will see but a few small resultfl for good after all your labor. David 
gathers all the nsoterials for the temple, bat may not see it built ; 
Moaes leads the children of Israel through the wildemeu, but 
moBt not enter with them the promised land. Only Christ oan 
finish the work, and you must trust Him. Let as begin the new 
year's duties to-day, and fill every hour with aseliilnefls, so that if 
the Master oal) for us, He shall find ns working.

WOMAN'S PRESBYTERIAN BOARD OF MISSIONS. 



ABTICLE I. 

ThU Society shall be called the Woman's Presbyterian Board of 
MiBBions. 

ABTICLE II. 

The object of the Society shall be to promote an interest among 
the Christian women of the Northwest in the work of Foreign 
Missions and to work in oodperation with the Assembly's Board of 
Foreign MiaaioDB of the Presbyterian Chnroh. 



The officers of this Society shall be a Prmdeat, six Vke-Pren- 
dent$, or more — two of them only residents of Chict^o — three 
Corretpondinff Secretariei, a Recording Secretary, a IVearurer, 
sixteen or more Managers, and an Auditreii. These officers shall 
be elected at each annual meeting, and shall constitute an Executive 
CommitUe, with power to appoint snch sub-committees IVom their 
number as stiall be necessary lor the furtheranoe of the work in 
which the Society is engaged. They shall have power to fill 
vacauoiee ooourring is the Board, and of appointing Corresponding 
members when the interests of the Society demand it. 

ABTICLE IV. 

The payment of one dollar annually shall constitute a member- 
ship, and twenty-five dollars a life membership. 
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ARTICLE Y. 

The annoal meeting of this Society sh&ll be held 

at which time the Executive Gomiiiitt«e shall report the piogreaa of 
the Society, the condition of its Treaenry. and make such Bugges- 
tione 08, in their judgment, the interests of the Society may 
require. 

ABTICLX VI. 

A meeting of the Society shall be held on each month, on 

iQ for mutual consultation, and the adoption of suoh 

measures as the prosperity of the mission work may suggest. 

ARTICLE VII. 

At the monthly meeting five members of the Executive shall 
constitute a qnomm. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

No special meeting shall be called except by the consent of the 
Preudent, one Vice-President and one Secretary. 

ARTICLE IX. 

Any number of ladies who may form an orgaoiiation for the 

same purpose as the Woman's Presbyterian Board of Missions, and 

desiring to cooperate therewith, may become Auxiliary, by reporting 

the same to one of the Corresponding Secretaries of the Society. 

ABTIOLB X. 
This Constitution may be altered or amended at an annnal 
meeting, by a vote of two-thirds of the members present. 

ARTICLE XI. 

Section 1. This Board will work in hannony with, and under 
the supervision of the authorities of the Assembly's Boards of 
MissbnB of the Presbyterian Church, and shall be subject to their 
approval in the employment and remuneration of missionarisB, and 
in the designation of thor fields of labor ; and in the support of 
Bible readers and pupils in the foreign field. 

Section 2. All missionaries supported by this Board shall be 
approved by the constituted Missionary authorities of the Presby- 
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terian Church, and shall labor under their direction, and shall be 
Bubject to the same rules and regulations that govern the other 
miBsionarieB of their partiouiar miaeion. 

Skotion 3. Tile Treasurer shall receive all contributions of this 
Soard, and shall pay them into the Treasury of the Assembly's 
Soards of Missions, as designated by the Auxiliaries, and all Ainds 
not thus designated shall be approprbted according to the dedsion 
of the Executive Committee. 

ABTIOLS XII. 

The President or one of the Vice-Presidents shall preside at all 
meetjugs of the Board. 

The Recording Secretary shall notify of all meetings of the 
Society and of the Executive Committee, and shall keep a full 
record of the proceedings. 

The Corresponding Secretaries shall, under the direction of the 
Executive Committee, conduct the correspoudenoe of the Board 
with Foreign and Home Missionaries, and vnth all Auxiliary 
Societies, and shall endeavor to form Auxiliary Sociedes. It shall 
also be their duty to present to the annual meeting of this Board a 
report of the work accomplished during the year, for publication.

OF THE W. F. B. K., KAT 9t AHD St. 
ADDRESS OF WELCOME.

Mrs. President: la the name of more than two hundred and 

fifty delegates in attendance ypon this annual meeting of the 
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Woman's Missionary Boud of the Northwest, iiUoir me to thank 
you, for jour kind words of waloome, ho kindly espressed. Oo 
behalf of the representBtives of siater missioaary oi^niiatioas, 
together with those who have been drawn to this hallowed spot 
fi^m simple Idtb to oar common Master and oommon work, I wish 
to tell yon how we appreciate your generous inritarton and year 
Christian courtesy, and how glad we are to share this feast with yoa. 
But, my dear sister, in the name of all the missionaries of our own 
Board, present with us to-day, or toiling in distant and dark fields, 
together with the foreign missionaries of all other board!), and in the 
name of all heathen women, let me take you by the hand and say, 
God bless yoa. 

Mrt. President, We had heard that Chicago "was given to hospi- 
tality." But since what our eyes have seen, and our ears have 
heard, and our hearts have felt, we can truthfully say, " The half 
had not been told." I feel constrained here to make mention of 
the thoughtful love that has met ns, as we have arrived in your 
great busy, bewildering city; has taken us so kindly by the hand and 
has made ns feel at ease with yon in your elegant homes. Still more 
have we appreciated the prayers for us and for those we have left 
in our own homes, which we have heard at your &mily altars. Let 
me tell you, Mrs. President, a little secret. We have ltd some in 
those homes, who longed to come up with us to this feast of Taber- 
nacles, but tarrying by the stuff, are praying the Holy Ohost to 
descend, not only on this Convention, but on the homes that have 
received their delegates, " That their peace may come upon that 
house." 

Mrs. Prexident, You have welcomed us in the name of our common 
Master. This more than all besides, makes us feel at home. But 
we are humbled and ashamed, when we remember that when the 
Son of God first entered upon His foreign missiouRry work, there 
was no room for Him, even in the inn. " When He came to His 
own His oKn received Him not," and, when He went about doing 
good, often " He had not where to lay His head."

£a the hush of thb aolema hour we seem to hear Him sajing nnto 
us, " Whosoever receiveth joa reoeiveth me ;" and in His name we 
say to you, " That whosoever shall give to drink onto one o^bese 
little ones a onp of cold water only in the name of a disciple, verily 
I say unto you, he shall in no wise lose bia reward," for, " Inaamnoh 
as ye have done it unto one of the least of these, ye have done it 
unto me." 



THB OPENING ADDRESS. 

MRS. A. B. HOOE. 

" And I, if I be lifWl up, will draw all men unto mo." The cause 
of Foreign Missions rests on propheoies soattered over the ssored 
page, from G-enesis to Malaohi; from the first, uttered in the garden, 
"Thou shalt bruise his head," to the last in Zaohariah, xiv. 9. "and 
the Lord shall be king over all the earth." The coming of the 
Savior to a rebellious world, "to seek and to save that whieh was 
lost," was living testimony to the central truth of Ohristiaaity — 
utter eelflessneae for the wel&re of others, doming to His own, 
"His own received him not," having " not where to lay His head," 
yet soattering blessings all around — suffering a ornel and ignominious 
deUh, tasting death for every man, He was enshrouded b; charity, 
and buried in a borrowed tomb. Just before " a cloud received Him 
out of their sight," He gave His parting command : "Q« ye into 
aU the world and preach my gospel to every oreatnre." By a vision. 
Qud taught Peter not to despise the Gentiles. In a trance, the Lord 
appeared to Paul and sent him to the Gentiles, whither he went into 
Syria and Cilicla, not ceasing hie jonmeyiog till he reached the 
Imperii City. In less than four centuries, the cross of Christ was 
reared over the throne of the Csesars, whose record is only a 
ahidowy memory, obscured by the dust of ages, while the teuuhiogs 
(6) 
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of PaoI, " Ohriat knd Uim onioiBed," are the vital force of the world 
to-day. By. those hesc informed it ii said, the last Hveaty years of 
missioDary labor have been more suooessful, than even the seventy 
yeare of the apoatolio age. The gospel is preaohed and sang in two 
huDdred languages to-day, and the voice of prayer aaoeods in as 
manylouguea; 1,600,000 p^^ of Christian literature have been 
printed and scattered in heathen lands; and 12,000,000 of Bibles 
distribated. Christian miaaiona are the greatest sneoess of modern 
times, and are sammod up in one of the journals as follows : " There 
are 31,000 laborers of all kinds. Christian eduoation is g^ven to 
600,000 youths of both sexes ; half a million natives are oommaai- 
eants of Cbrlatian bodies ; there are 2,500 Christian congregations, 
and a population of 1,500, 0')0 that have adopted the Christian name. 
Orer 90,000 Fijians gather regularly for worship on the Lord's 
Day, who within a sooie of years, feasted on haman flesh. In 1860, 
Madagaeoar had only a few seattered and persecuted converts. 
Now, the Queen and her Prime Minister, and more than 200,000 
of her sabjecte are adherents of Christianity. The largest parish in 
the world, numbering 4,600 members, is in Hilo, on the island of 
Hawaii, but fifty years removed from the moat debasing savagery. 
In more than three hundred islands of Polynesia, heathenism has 
been entirely swept away by the gospel." All this work is being 
done at a oost of six millions per annum, when it costs the United 
States, for the sama period, six hundred millions of dollars for 
intoxicating licjuors, and thirty-four millions for taxes on tobacco. 
It is said the tax on dogs alone reaches the same amount as the 
missionary contributions of the world — six millions of dollars annu- 
ally. In two hundred years two millions of dollars have been spent 
for misuons among the Indians ; result, 15,000 converts. In fifty 
years our government has spent eight hundred millions in fighting 
them. General Sherman's expedition, in '69, according to his 
report, cost thirty millions and killed eight Indians. Thus it cost 
over two millions to kill an Indian, and two millions to bring 15,000 
00 D verts to Christianity. 

AfVer this rapid and imperfect glance at the general cause, I wonld 
advert to the woman's branch of the work ; the specialty that has 
been placed in our hands by the providence of God. The basal 
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ides of " Woman's Work for Woman" in heathen lands is the 
nature of thingB, as Dr. Joseph Cook might say. Ages of injastice 
have emptied heathen women of every noble impnlBe and aspir&tion. 
She is svept and garnished tor aeren splrite more wicked than her- 
self. Unwelcome at hirth, not tolerated in life, excluded from joy 
on earth or hope of heaven, slave of a despotic master, sarrounded 
by the adamantine wall of oaate and oastom, little wonder that she 
becomes the stupid, hopeless, helpless being, whose face is never 
brightened with a smila and rarely softiened by a toar. She becomes 
as the beasts that perish. It has oome to be naderstood that 
woman's puny arm, brai^ by Omuipoteooe, is tbe only instrument 
that can make a breach in that wall. It is said that the cemented 
huge blocks of stone, in ancient architecture, have baffled the skill 
of the artisan of to-day, both as to their transportation or destruc- 
tion. But tbe creeping viae, silently covering tbeir rude strength, 
has sent its tendrils into undiscovered crevices, and behold 1 as the 
vine inoreaSes in vigor, and the tendrils in size, the light aod air are 
admitted, and the impr^nable fortress totters and falls. So God 
uses the weak things of the world to confound the mighty. 
Woman is an acknowledged power, even in her degradation, for she 
is the God-ordained mother and early educator of thj race, and by 
a strange perversion reproduoes the idolatry that degrades herself, 
by tha early training of her children. When Madamo de Stael, the 
only enemy before whom Napoleon quailed, asked him what France 
most needed, he answered, "Mothers, madame, mothers I" 'Tis 
what heathenism needs. When Christian wives and mothers and 
Christian homes, supplant the pandemomiums of degraded heathen 
womanhood, then, and not till then, will tbe idols totter on their 
pedestals. The aim and success of " Woman's Work for Woman" 
oan be bett«r illustrated by living &cts than glittering generalities or 
bald logic. In 1869, not twenty years ago, the Marajah of the 
Punjaub died and was buried on a costly pile of sandal 
wood. Eloven of his living wives surrounded his remains 
all covered with jungle grass and with oil. In twenty minutes 
nothing remained but ashes. The old Bajah, during his lif^, 
would not permit a Christian school in the Punjaub. After his 
death, his son was placed under a Scotch tutor and taken to 
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Fattognrh, where lie made the ftcqaaiataiice of one of the pnpik of* 
the mission school, firom whom he borrowed a Bible, and waa 
coiiTert«d. Publidy, to the amaeement of all that part of Indim, 
the jonng prince bowed his jeweled head (for he was heir to the 
kohinoor) and, covered with his priceleeH oaBbmeres and shawls and 
sashes, knelt and received the despised rite of Christian bsptiim. 
Be Was taken to England, and endowed with large eBtat«8, and 
might have made a noble alliance. His mother, who bad escaped 
cremation, lived with him in England, and died thete. He took 
her body to Indb for barial, and on his retnm joumej stopped in 
Cairo, Egypt, and there saw a little Coptess, a convert teaching in 
the mission school, where he spent his Sabbath. He fell in love 
with her, proposed ; to bis amaiement, he was rejected, bat finally 
Eucceeded. At their marriage he gave her a fbriune in her right, 
and literally a hat-full of jewels. He has given ever since $6,000 
annually to the mission which gave him bis precions little Bamba, 
besides SI, 200 annually to the schools in Futfegnrh, from which 
came his first Bible. Two years ago, our able Secretary, Dr. Ellin- 
wood, visited all the mission stations of our church in the Orient. 
When floating up and down the Nile, to oatoh the passing breeie, 
he saw a woman' riding on the bank, E^ptian fashion, on a finely 
capaiisoned donkey. A barge awaited her, and when she reached 
the dafaabeyeh a gentleman, in English dress and red fcE cap, 
received her, and placed an armchair under an awning for her to be 
seated while he stood — slrange sight in heathen-land — truth stranger 
than fiction. It was the little Coptees, Bamba, the danght«r of an 
Abyssinian slave, wi(h a German &ther. Her husband and lover 
was ihe one who married her — Prince Dnleep Singh — the Christian 
husband, with hia Cbrisiian wife, gaily chatting together. The 
palms reared their btatety heads on the Nile banks as in the days of 
ihe Pharaohs. Far off in the distance, as the pyramids loomed up, 
"twenty centuries looked down on them "^-only one generation sep> 
arated them from the old Rajah. Ah I it was not time, nor dvilii- 
ation, but Christianity now, and Buddhism then, and yet we hear 
the reckless talk of equality in both religions, even superiority, for 
Buddhism. This princely couple live in England to-day. Four 
lovely little children brighten their home. The little Coptess is true 
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to her fiutb, and exemplifies it, spending moet of ber tiinelD visitiug 
the poor in her neighborhood, and oeTer &ils to pray with thoee 
wliom she sacoors. This veriuble statement explains the aim and 
snccees of womaDs' vork for heathen woman. " Who art thou, 
O, great mountain ? Before Zerubbibel thou abalt become a pluni 
and he shall bring fbrth the headstone thereof, irith shoutings, 
SBjiiig graee, grace nnto it." (Zech. it. 7.)

Do we bring a pure offering at gold for His treasoiy, 
as well as the incense of our prayers and praises ? Shall we not ask 
ourselves, if we abound in thia grace ? Think for a moment of that 
word grace, privilege, fevor ; not hard duty extorted through fear. 
We are oome nnto Jesos, the Mediator of the New Covenant ; Jesns 
whose name ia love ; who has done so mnoh for us, and who is so 
kind, tender, loving : and yet so strong and powerfal that it would 
seem a necessity, that of all others, woman, who has in her heart 
sneh a yearning for a strong undying love, on which she can lean, in 
sure trust and safety, should lay at His feet all that she prises most, 
not because He demands it, but because «Ae lovtt Him. 

A loving mother, who, month after month, and year after year 
takes precious hours from her needed rest to minister to the comfort 
of those she loves, and to whom she has fully oonseorated herself, 
never oompluns at what seems trial and saorifioe, but counts it all 
joy tfiat she may thus suffer for her dear ones. And, dear sisters. 
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our beartB must be ftall to overflowing with this self-abn^atiDg love 
to Chriat if we would bring uDto Him acceptable offeriaga. Thia 
love insures the witling mind of whiob Paul tells ub ; vbieb mttkea 
OS accepted according to wbat we have, and not aooording to wbat 
we have not. It was precisely this difierenoe which made the Lord 
have respect onto Abt^l and his offering, and not unto Cain and his 
offering. Then, in the matter of giving, it is our hearts, not our 
purses, into which we are to look, for if our hearts are right and our 
minds willing, we have but to go into our closets, and shut the door 
upon ourselves and our Savior, get from Him a fresh supply of 
oveicomiug faith and unwavering trust, and pour oat of our pot of 
oil into the vessel we have provided. No matter how large it is, the 
oil will only stay when there is no longer anything to hold it. Ae- 
oording to our faith shall it be unto us. We have oome together 
under pteaeant, blessed cironmstanoes to talk over the work the Lord 
haf called us to do, and to gain by interchange of thought and 
expression, and by oommunion with the gracious Master of assemblies, 
strength to carry forward thia mission work for another year. We 
cannot be sufficiently grateful for this high privilege, but we can 
show our sense of^His goodness who has thus called us together, by 
improving to the utmost this preoious opportunity. 

All present may not realize the fall scope of the work. " 0, 
magnify the Lord with me, and let us exalt His name together " 
that . He has thrown the world open to as, aod made it ready to 
receive the glad Udings of a Savior's love. Wbat if the work u 
mighty, God is mightier, and yet, high and lifted up as He is. He 
has condescended to regard the low estate of His handmaidens, and 
has called us to aid Him in oan7ing out His wonderful plana. If, 
through the infirmity of the flesh or the temptations of the adver- 
sary, we ever feint or grow weary, if we ever doubt or are 
disoouraged, let as gain strength in the thought of the great end to 
be accomplished, the fdlfillmant of tbe last command of our risen 
Lord, the preparation of the world for the second coming of the 
Son of Man in the glory of His Father. 

Let us not then talk oPour weakness as an ezonse for doing little 
for a world lying in wickedness. Let us not deceive ourselves with 
tbe idea that we are doing our full duty by meeUng t(^ther fhim

time to time to pray fbr the heathen, and to drop a trifle into the 
contribution box, not so rnnoh for the benefit of poor dying souls, 
BB for the qaiettDg of oar owo oonsoieaeee. Ah I sisters, how 
direlleth the love of Q^od ia such half-hearted Ghristians as those ? 
Love to Christ, and selfiahaess are inoompatible. Giving fbr His 
sake to others ealat^es our sympathies, broadens our ideas, loosens 
our hold on oar parse-strings and draws oat and edaoates oar 
capabilities for giving. The statistics of oar church show, that 
those who give most liberally to/oreigm missions, are the ones who 
do most for the home work, whi'e, as a general thing, those who 
(oik most about home and the ohaiity that begins there, ^ve the 
least to any oause. 

The heathens themselves put as to shame in this matter of giving 
and doing as an act of worship. Long before the gospel was 
oarried to Hawaii, the people formed a human chaia three miles 
.long and passed up stones to build the temple in Kona. This, for 
a dumb idol that had never loved them, never wept over them, 
never died to save them ; shall we do leas for our Beloved ? And 
when they received the blessed gospel, and oast away their idols, 
their love for their new found Savior did not spend itflelf in words. 
When a house of worship was needed for the Christian oonverts, 
thay .volunteered for the work ; some to quarry atone ; some to 
bring sand in gourd shells upon their heads, laboriously gathered in 
the folds of thin bark-oloth aprons ; some to bring lime from the 
DOral reefs twenty feet under water, whilst large numbers hurried to 
the forest to fell the tallest and straightest trees. Then fifty or a 
handred men (oxen and horses were untamed) attached harnessee 
to butt ends of logs and draped thorn through bush and brake, 
through broken ground and river-beds, till they deposited them on 
the site of the new ohuroh. Now, as a proof of the faithfulness of 
that God who has said " give and it shall he given unto you," we 
have to record that, on the first Sunday in July, 1838, God granted 
to this simple, earnest people a Penteoostal season, so that seventeen 
hundred persons, lately heathen, received the saorament of baptism. 
Seated on the floor, in rows, Mr. Lyman and Mr. Coan passed 
between them, sprinkling every bowed head. After this, Mr. Coan 
admitted the weeping hundreds into the fellowship of the Church 
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of Chrut. Among tbeae, were the blind, halt, maimed, those irho 
htd been mnrderers even of their own ohitdren, adalterera and high- 
wtLj robbers. It was tike one of the oroirds over whioh Christ 
prononnoed the words of healing. But Q-od'a grace is deep and 
boundless as the ooean, and shall out faith staler and onr hearts 
beoome languid in view of all this ? 

It matters not how poor we are ; it matters not how much our 
Chnroh at home needs our help ; in this one thing of worshiping 
and honoring our Lord bj giving to the cause of foreign missions 
we cannot afford to retrench. It is a paying investment, brining 
us a laige percentage of profit. All the weak churches should take 
God at His word when He says : " There is that soattereth and yet 
increasoth, and there u that withholdeth and tendeth to poverty.' 
The Hawaiian churches, to whioh I have referred, found, at one ttnae, 
that they were dwindling and decreasing, and alter diligent, prayer, 
ful investigation of the cause, became eonvinoed that they must 
extend their sympathies and oontribuCiou beyond their own islands. 
They most give to foreign missions if they would not have their 
oandle go out in utter darkness. And, although their home churches 
stUl needed much, they sent men and money to Mieroneeia, and God 
blessed them at home and abroad. They have never called npon 
the American Board for help in this matter. The Micronesian mis- 
uon has been nobly sustained, and now that, too, has established a 
mission to the islands still farther west, whioh Dr. Stui^is aptly calls 
the great-grandchild of the American Board I The church at Hilo 
has given altogether, tlOO,000 for religious purposes, and Mr. Coan's 
native congregation alone, dwindled as it is by diath and various 
causes, raises, yearly, (1,200 for foreign missions, besides whioh 
twelve of its members have gone as misuonariea to Southern 
Polynesia. Dear friends, it is not enough that we profess to have 
faith in Christ ; we must show it by our works. We believe that 
our Savior is here in our midst to-day ; if our spiritual eyes could be 
opened, that we might see Him in His beauty, and our ears, so 
dulled by earthly sounds, could catch the sweet tones of His voice, 
we might hear Him saying to each one of us, " Daughter, loveet 
thou me?" And when, with melting heart and tearfiU eyes, every 
one should reply, " Yea I Lord, Thou knowest that I love Thee," 
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how it woa)d thrill thoae softened betrts to hear the same sweet 
Toioe say, " Feed My sheep ! " Sappoae thii glorioui manifeatatioo 
should be granted us ; are we ready for the question ? Are we 
ready to obey the commaad ? Let ns answer this hooeetly, and we 
may do it fearlessly, if oar profession of love to oar Lord is some- 
thing more than sonndinj^ brass or a tinkling symbal. 

Mrs. Van Gleve here gave an aoeonnt of a home mission ohnroh 
in Pine Oity, located on the railroad oonnectiog St. Paul with Da- 
lath. It has been organised five Tears, and has fifteen members, 
thirteen of whom are women. They are all poor, bub industrious, 
and are gradually gathering materials for a church. A few months 
^0 she visited them, and oq Sabbath morning a home missionary 
addressed them, and they gave $44 for his work. In the evening 
all the wom^n '^ere ei^r to enroll their names for a foreign mia- 
eionarv society, and the two brethren requested that, as a fitvor, they 
might b.Hwme honorary members of ihe society. 

Mr^. Van Cleve theo said, verily, that sight was one of the 
refreshmente which our King vouchsafes to weary pilgrims who are 
toiling along the highway that leads to the Celestial City. I learn 
that this mlseiouary society is a real delight to them, aad that they 
bring in their mouthy contributions regularly, and have raised 
S50.00 ! toward the church, beaidM. Let some, who sit in cushioned 
pews, reeliniug at ease, clothed in soft raiment — one single suit of 
which would build that little ohuroh — ask themselves, if <A<y were 
called on to give to foreign missions, whether they would oontribnte 
83 largely of their abundance as these devoted women are giving of 
their penury. 

It is not required of ns that we wear coarse raiment, go hungry 
or afflict our bodies, if we can indulge in beautiful clothes and lux- 
urious living, and yet obey our Lord's commands. But it becomes 
all who love Him to ask ourselves if we oan increase our offerings 
to Him by giving up somethiug simply demanded by fashion. 
(What a terrible thought for Christians, that this tyrant may become 
a rival of the Master we profess to love.) 

Have you over looked at it in this light, dear friends 7 Do yon 
realise that time is short, and soon our Lord will come to take 
account of our stewardship, and that irom those to whom much is 
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will pile before tha glories which ejro hath not seen, Dor ear heard, 
DOT heart ooncei7ed. 



SO MUCH TO BOAT HOME.

I un gratified to have an opportunity to meet this inaidions foe 
to Foreign Miss'ona, and yet I am hambled, lest in my inenffioieney 
I fidl in- my encoanter with this gnm tyrant, " So much to do at 
home." This oommon foe to every effort for evangeliiing the world, 
is in itaelf as abiqaitona as the frogs of Egypt. It cornea " into 
our hooaea, aad npon onr people, and upon our servants, and into 
OUT bed-ohambera, and into oar kneedlDg troughs." 

Often when we plead with young Christian women for personal 
service Cir Christ and fbr self-denial, that the great plana of oar 
Father, who has promised to give the heathen to His Son for an in- 
berilanoe, may be perfected, we are made to feel that there is a 
great demand for Christian aotivity — for real aggreaalve work — 
oalling ibr self-denial and heart oonseoration, aa there is to-day. 
Church and Sabbath school work ; tcmpsranoe work ; work for the 
Allen, For the poor and suffering ; for the friendless and homeless ; 
for the missionaries on our frontiers ; the work of edaoation ; the 
FreedmoD of the Soath, and the huadrjd nameless duties that stand 
waiting their tarn every hoar in the day. All these often compel 
us to exclaim, " There is so much to do at home." 

But if we take them all to the Master, will He not sweetly say, 
" Thete ought ye to have dose, and not to have left the other 
undone." " Freely ye have received, freely give." And is it not 
true that those who do most for home work, are also the most active 
and devoted to the foreign work ? We are in the condition of the 
renowned " old woman who lived in a ahoe." So many carea and 
" BO inaoh to do" have many that literally they do nothing at all. 
It ia indeed wonderful to me that so many women in our chorchcs 
excuse themselves from every sort of Christian work by this 
response ; while they are ftitterlag away their Uvea on the pomp 
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uid gajetiea of life ; the aooial oirole, the latest fasliioaa, the light 
literature of the day — really contenting themselrea with ephemeral 
OOmfortB or displays — and for^ting the sweet, coming dawn of the 
Millenium. This class of peraons remind ns of some ladies daring 
those dark days of our civil war, when the " beauty and strength " 
of our land were " slain upon our high places " — when ambnlanoeti 
eune in sad prooesaion into Washington, bearing their precious 
burdeuH of wounded and dying patriots, these women, high in 
station, had no time through all the gloomy years to alleviate the 
sufferers, beoanse the had so much to do " a-shopping." Dear 
firiends, Ohristian women of to-day oan aot, dare not plead ignor&Dce 
of their duty in regard to this work. The "Go ye" of our Lord, is 
just as binding upon our hearts and livea as is " Do this in remem- 
branoe of Me." And yet, however deeply many churches may be 
buried under &shiou and frivolity, they oheerfully obey the " Do 
this." and entirely ignore the " Go ye." Ah, Christian sisters, who 
gave us the right to say, " Lord we cannot work for those disagree- 
able women in the regions beyond ; we find it &r pleasanter to work 
in our own church and for our own people, for oharity begins at 
home." Oh, when Christian women feel that there is no love rela- 
tion so grand and so absorbing as that which binds them to their 
Savior, they will feel that no privilege is so great, and no work more 
sweet and precious, than to send the gospel by women into those 
seoluded lenanas and harems and heathen homes where women are 

" Dying dsj bj daj 

With no bright nor abeering raj." 
Pardon me, if I speak of one, a sister, member of the church to 
which I belong, one of the most futhiul Christian workers I ever 
knew. Her household cares are many and onerous, yet her plaoe at 
the church servioee, at the prayer-meetings, before her Sabbath class, 
at Pastoral Aid Society, at the Home Society, Foreign Missionary 
Society and on visiting committees is never vacant. A friend onoe 
asked her how she &nnd time for all this^ork. " 0," she replied, 
" it is so little I can do for Christ, and the time for work is so short, 
that I must be always at it." 

How can I pass by one example of devotion to the work at home, 
an yet one whose loving sympathy reached out in gifla and prayers 
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for thu Woman's Miaeioaary Work, " not only in India, but in 
Tnrkey, Japan and Cbina. I would spaak in tender tonefl of the 
dear, Bainted " Motner of MiBsionaries," the Ute Mra. DoreiQus. 
In the language of one who knew her well : " It it a rare and noble 
dutinotion of the dead, that her name will be often spoken wi^ 
love and gratitnde in places which the rich of this earth are apt to 
shun ; in the abode of poverty, where her neglected siatera are left 
to suffer and to weep ; in siok rooms ; in garrete and cellars ; in 
hospitals and prisons ; wherever the fo^otten of her sex are left to 
langnish and to die. They will remember her as one who, in the 
name of the aisterhood of woman, came to cheer their loneliness, to 
sympathiie with their aonows, and, in imitation of Him whose 
disciple she was, to gnide their feet into the way of peace." Amid 
all the multiplied waya in which she " went about doing good," no 
duties in her own well-ordered home were neglected. What an 
overwhelming rebuke is such a lofty life to the coarse and unjust 
caricature of the " Mrs. Jellaby," by Mr. Dickens. 

Bear with me while I apeak of a department of honse-work in 
which I am much interested. Several yeara ago Dr. Jacob Little, 
in his annual missionary acrmon, gave these ibema i " Mr. and Mrs. 
Sturges and so many dollars and centB," To-day these beautiful 
fern-leaf mottoes, " The Lord is risen " and " The Lord is my Shep- 
iurd" suf^est the names of our own missionaries, Mr. and Mra. 
Weaver, sent out from Salem and from the Presbytery of Mahoning. 
0, their value cannot be estimated ; but I can assue you that there 
has never been a missionary aiatei sent from our shores to any mis- 
sionary station who possessed more love for souls, more zeal and 
faith and oonseorated energy, than Mrs. Weaver. You have heard 
the hbtory of her motto bnainesa — how she labored and prayed, and 
the Lord blessed and prospered her work until it grew in favor aud 
developed into a regular business ; and then she employed agents — 
many over-worked teachers, obliged to abandon their profession; 
widows with helpless ones depending upon them, and missionary 
societies, availed themselves of her liberal terms of forty per cent., 
and so the work became a great blessing to many at home. And 
when she was about to sail for her field of labor, in South America, 
thb energetic little woman furnished her own complete outfit with- 
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out a dollar's expense to the Board. Aad the buainegs still goes on. 
Mrs. Nichols, who is present to-day, is, yon know, her general agent. 
I speak of thia because all the proceeds of this basiness, after the 
Qzpense of manafiioturing and handling, goes to Mrs, Weaver ; and 
she, in turn, is devoting the funds to the purchase of a mission 
hoase for home and sohool purposes, in Bogota. In a late number 
of the Foreign Mistionary we find an article entitled " Shall they 
be sustained?" which implies a reproach. The Board of Foreign 
Missions is crippled and embarrassed with debt. The societies can- 
not pled^ themselves for the amonnt necessary to purchase the 
muoh-needcd mission house, so this noble sister urges on the work 
at home, that she may be able, witb her share of the profits, to pay 
for the house herself. Shall we snstun this devoted woman, who, 
constrained by the love of Christ, is successftilly working far beyond 
her strength, not only to establish this mission home in that papal 
city, but, also, to win souls for the Master? Many auxiliary socie- 
ties have inorea;ed their annual amounts by one hundred per cent. 
since taking hold of this work. Very many women have guned 
health, happiness, and a competency while engaged in it. I hope it 
may commend itself to these auxiliaries of the Northwest, and yon 
will sorely find that " yonr labor is not in viun in the Lord." 

Bear with me while I give you an incident which may be old to 
most of yon, yet suits my purpoae just here. Nearly fifteen years 
ago, Mr. and Mrs. Lloyd went oat as missionaries to Zuin land, 
under the American Board. In less than three years Mr. Lloyd 
died of an African fever. Mrs. Lloyd remiuned, devoting all her 
time to mission work. She gathered aronnd her many pupils, and 
was parttcnlarly interwted in a class of young men whose numbers 
increased rapidly ; twelve of them were preparing to preach. The 
increased labors soon exhansted her strength, and she wrote home 
most eameet appeals for help. She wiuted patiently fbr a report of 
the meeting of the Board, which finally oame, and eagerly she read 
until she saw there was no one willing to go abroad. She stopped 
reading ; it was such a great disappointment that it seemed almost 
unbearable. She had a long and bitter struggle before she could say 
" It is well." It was easy for her to see Gkid's hand in her great 
bereavement, and when He called her loved one away, to say " Thy 
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will, Qot mine." Bnt when there wu no reuon that Christ would 
Moept as ft reason, why soores would aot oome to her help, it was 
hard to Bay, " It is well." She gave as her thoagbts in a little poem, 
in sabstanoe as follows. In her pain and weariness, she slept and 
dreamed that baodreds of people flocked around her and begged that 
she would come to Amerioa for teiohera who would show them the 
right way. Dreamiag, she hasteued home, aod first entered a ohurqh 
filled with the wise and good. She told how they gathered from far 
and near, to hear of Christ, and how help she nrntt have to go back 
to her African home. Cams the answer fVom these wise and good, 
who professed to lore the Lord : " It is ime, bnt then, we're so 
much to do at home." Next she stood with God's ministers and 
told of her strength worn out in daily oare, and of these voices that 
sailed, " Oh oomo to our help ;" but they answered calmly, withoot 
a tear, " There's enough to do at home." She tells of the agony of 
going back alone to tell the heathen they must die without the 
knowledge of Christ. She appealed to maidens, to strong men, to 
young and old, but they siud, " Not there, there's enough to do at 
home." She waked, ah, so sadly, from that wofu! dream, for she 
knew it was true. After reatonstrsnces for our selfishness in want- 
ing heaven only for ourselves, and closing it tight against the dusk; 
people of Aiiioa, she closes in these words : 

" And oh 1 when thej in Oo J'l preaanoe Btaod 

With ;ou at that grsat da;, 
When STSr; nation of ever; land. 

To Jadgmeut is railed away, 
Say, say, can you stand in God's prsseDce then 

And remember that ory, ' Oh oome, we are djing, 
We know no Sanor's nameT' 

Can joa plead the excuse ; will it not be vain — 
Will it wtigh with Ood, ttiough it did with man T 

Tbere'a ao much to do at home I '' 

Dear/riendt, if our hearts are filled with love for Christ and His 
oanse, we shall be emptied of self, of selfish aims and desires. We 
shall not excuse onraelvea beoauae we think our little corner of the 
vineyard is the only object of our labor and love. We shall remem- 
ber that He who says to every one of us, " Go work," said also, 
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" The field ia the world." Let ns gird ourselves anew forthu work ; 
there is grand eaoouragement ia it. Already the morning dawns. 
Lot oara be the motto : " Ail the world for Christ." 



80MB THINGS IMPORTANT FOR WOMKN TO KNOW 
ABOUT MISSIONS.

We have a special ^udge against the Evil One. He has never 
ceased to lavisli his hatred upon women since he gained his easy 
victory over our first mother. Wherever Sitan holds th^ reins of 
government, direots the customs of society, and orders the house- 
holds, there are women in sadder plight than the beasts of the field. 

The happy women all live in Christian lands I 

Do we realize how much we owe to Foreign Missions ? Every 
day of the week bears a clew, which shal] lead as back to the 
groves where naked savages — our .forefathers — ofiered human s&ari- 
fices on Sun-day, Moon-day, Tuesoo's-day, Woden's-day, Thor's-day, 
Freya's-day, Satum's-day. Can we look without a shudder into 
the horrible pit from which wo have been lifted up ? 

Maybe tho ladies of China, Japan, Persia, Egypt, Syria, Turkey, 
India, will look back with the same inaredaloas horror upon their 
ancestors of to-day, and tbe children will read the story for a &iry 
tale. 

The prime reason why Christian women are now peculiarly- 
responsible for the souls of heathen women, is that in nearly all of 
Satan's lands, they are inaccessible to men ; the higher classes rigidly 
secluded ', the lower classes debarred by their own sense of 
degradation. 

" I learn to read ? I am a womah ; learning is for men I " was 
the reply of a Persian lady to Mrs. Rhea. 

This one sentence lifts the veil and shows the wretched darkness 
of the lot of heathen women. 

Where men can do nothing, women may do everything : a Chris- 
tian womin may go anywhere to teach or preach. The present 
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genention of beathea women are dependent wholly apon tlie 
miBBionaries of their own aex for whatever of light and trath th^ 
receive. And thia is the work for which the several boards of 
Presbyterian women have been organized. 

The Gospel brings jnat thu same blessings in its train to them, 
that it baa brought to us. 

A nation that has began to understand that learning and religion 
are for women no leas than For men, has taken a long stride in 
advance, 

When the women are gained for Christ, the ftitnre of the children 
is Bsanred. How glorious the privilege of sssisting to lay the 
foundation of a pious anoestry for future generations. 

Elderly persons, who have not been fVom their childhood in sym- 
pathy with this work, are often difficult to enlist in it, because the; 
have not kept themselves informed as to the great politioal revolu- 
tions which have broken down the barriers of so many countries Id 
the past few years. 

They do not see that the world lies waiting for the laborers, and 
they have not hud their eyes open to the immense achievements 
already made. 

They rtuse a cry about so much money being sent out of the 
country ; and some even say, that any religion taithfu'ily followed 
is good enough. 

To the first objection we may answer, that ninety-eight out of 
every hundred dollars, given in America for religions purposes, 
stays in this Christian laud ; while the two dollars that goes abroad, 
invariably comes back soon ten-fold, in the nay of trade. " The 
knowledge of good and of evil " has precisely the same effect now 
chat it had " in the be^nning." Almost ite first efieot Is to create 
a demand for clotkei ; afW clothes, homes, ohurohes, school-houses, 
the comforts and the luxuries of life. 3o that money invested in 
foreign missions, is sure to draw the most extravagant rate of 
interest, with no risks whatever. As to the opinion that heathen 
religions are good for the heathen, we have only to ask whether we 
would be willing to exchange places with our own Druidioal ances- 
tors, to render all argument needless. 

The foreign missionary work is no longer an experiment. On 
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nearly all the Paoifio lelaiida the task has been completed, and the 
fields left in the hands of competent native pastors. It aeenu odd 
to read of a young Feejee Islander going to England for a Univer- 
sitj edaoation, and visiting Kensington Mnaeam to see the idol*, or 
to read reliable statistioR proving that in no state in oar Union is 
the proportion of inhabitants who can read and write, so great as ia 
the Sandwioh Islands I And a " temperance crusade " in Madagas- 
car, headed by their Christian queen I Sorely this is the age of 
wonders, 

What are oar children learning about these conntries 1 Let na 
look over their shoulders to see, and be sure they understand that 
many nations have lately ikllen into line, and are "stepping 
heavenward." 

Nothing less than a book would suffice to contain more than the 
baldest mention of the great work done in all the miBsion fields. 

I doubt not the older angels are stiU wondering over ov,r conver- 
sion to the true religion. The Bible has been given the freedom of 
almost the entire world, being translated into one hundred and 
twenty languages, printed and distributed by sizty-three separate 
Bible sooieties in fiorope and America. The oatal<^e of other 
works which have " received the ^ft of tongues," contains about 
three thousand titles ; and it looks as if the barrier of foreign difficult 
tongues, was to be swept away in God's good time. 

Already oomes a oall from India, so long occupied by the English, 
for English -speaking Evangelists to labor there. 

The Japanese manifest a hot haste to learn our laaguaga — is it 
not all of the Lord's doing ? 

The " ends of the earth " cannot trade together without adopting 
a uniform system of dates. Already the Japanese calendar has been 
altered, so that their year begins simultaneously with our own; 
they have adopted our Sabbath as their l^al day of rest. The 
next step will be to ohmge the number of the year. It is possible 
that we may live to see the whole world date its letters from the 
birth of our Lord and Savior, Jesus Christ. 

Let us not be betrayed into sighing that we can do but little. The 
first woman who ever had a chance to do anything for Jesus, could

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offer him nothing bat room to lie down by ber in & manger. And 
that WAB u)oept«d. 

One oent ia a smill offering, bnt It will bay a tract, or employ 
a Bible reader for several boars. Migbt not one oont's wortb of 
ligbt save a Bonl ? Dare any one doubt tbat onr ooveaant-keepiag 
Jebovab will bless one cettt, and set it to work wbere it will bring 
the largest retorns ? 

A remarkable f ntnre of tfais*«ork is the sense of indiridaal 
responsibility manifested by each of the Evangelical denominations. 
There is an additional prophecy of saooess in the aniversal instinc- 
tive yearning to carry the whole harden. Wherefore, let as renew 
our strength and zaal by looking along the lines, and oounting the 
watch-fires burning br^htly on the Lord's side. 



GAINING AND IMPARTING MISSIONARY 
INTELLIGENCE.

It is wonderful how the interests of Christ's kingdom are becom- 
ing popnUriied. The preea and the telegraph are made to tell the 
advance movement all along the line, recording the victories of graoe 
so rapidly that the Christian almost imagines he is blessed with the 
vision of the young man who came to Eliaba; and in the faith of 
sight he is led to exclaim, with Paul, " I can do all things throngh 
Christ which streagtheneth me. 

The question of the honr is, how can we direct woman to aa 
acqnuntance with mission work ^rather Christ's work) spread 
oat before her, and thus secure her hearty cooperation ? I main- 
tain ui true Christiaa woman can know and realize the conflict that 
is now belting the earth, the wants of its commissary department, 
the need of recruits in every arm of service, the command of the 
King, "Go ye into all the world and preach the gospel to every 
oreatare," withoat being filled with enthasiism, and in ber glow of 
love and &ith put fortb every energy of her soul to «d in the con- 
quest. Is it not a patent fact, that the great mass of Christian 
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womeD, whea thejr take np ft paper or mBguine which oontkioR 
npwa from our army, glanoe oyer the items with simp); the thought, 
" they are from a iar-off land ; duty to oar own country meete all my 
obligations ; " thus limiting Qod'a commands, which take in all the 
world. 

Onr aaziliaries ahoald be made a mediam of awakening ui intelli- 
gent interest in foreign missions. This may be aooomplished by * 
presentation of the mission work of each country, as recommen- 
ded by oar general assembly, by essays, selections, items given, and 
the inspiration of letters from onr sisters in foreign Gelds. A ciron- 
lating library, containing standard works upon the development and 
progress of mission work, would prove a valuable aid. The various 
magazines of our Boards should be introduced into every family of 
OUT chnrohea ; and may it not be considered a part of each anxiiia- 
ry's work to see that it be aooomplished by making it an official 
work, electing one to take it in charge ? 

It is very desirable that every auxiliary should be fumbhed with 
a set of missionary maps, that we miy be better acquainted with the 
lands to be possessed. 

Let OS reach the children, by monthly missionary meetings, enlist- 
ii^ their interest by recitations, lectures from the map, exhibiting 
cnriositias and costumes ftom heathen lands, and encouraging every 
child to believe that it is both privily and daty to take oar 
" CUIdrens' Work for Children." Impress upon them that the com- 
mand of God, " Qo ye into all the world," is equally binding on the 
child as the parent. 

All diis wiU require time, fbrethought and labor, on the part of 
some earnest, Christjan lady. Who will say in her heart, to- 
day ; " I will enter upon this work." Qodhss given to bis daughters, 
as well as to his sons, talents to be used in his servioo. " There is 
a great deal of sklUiul educated talent in onr churches whjch has 
not been gaining other talents." Onr Lord will surely call us to 
an aooonnt. 

As we come up to our annual gatheriag another year, may it be 
with such an inorease that we shall meet the approval of our Mas- 
ter, and that it may be stud of each one of ns, " She hath done 
what she oonld" 
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THE IHFOBTANGE OF A KNOWLEDGE OF FOREIGN 

MISSIONS.

The tmth of the old adage, " knowledge ia power," u nowliera 
more forciblj il1nslrat«d than in the work of Foreign Husuu. 
Who are these who tell UB that they have no interest In Foreign 
UisaioDS ? Who say we have heathens enough at home 7 " Tliey 
are those whoae miuda have never grasped the kwf^l &ot that more 
than one-half of the hnman race are living and dying without any 
knowJe^ of the Savior whom infinite love hae provided ibr Uiem. 
They are thoee who are ignorant of the misery and d^radation 
whioh heathenism and ftlse religions enttui upon their followers in 
thb life. They are ignorant also of the wonderful snooeea whioh 
has crowned the labors of the devoted missioaarlee of the oross ; of 
the thoDsands they have won to be followers of the meek and lowly 
Jeans ; of whole nations raised from the dark night of batbansm to 
oivilisation and enlightenment by the re%ion of Christ -, of the 
light' whioh now radiates from thousands of Ohriatian homes upon 
" the dark places of the earth, whioh are fnll of the habitations of 
omdty." 

Do onr sisters, who say that they do not oare anything about 
Foreign Missions, know the wretched condition of onr own sex in 
lands withont the gospel, where the birth of a danghter is bewailed 
as a oalamity ; where woman is either a doll or a slave, who lives on 
a lower plane than man, and is an inferior oreainre ; where the 
widow, to whom the Qod of the Bible gives tender and precions 
promises, is looked apon as aconrsed, and made to drag ont a 
wretched existence, by the side of which death by burning upon her 
husband's funeral pile wonid have been & mercy ; whwe from the 
life of woman " all hope is blott«d oat, all aspirations quenched, and 
existence robbed of that prospective comfort in the future which to 
ns mitigates the darkest woes of lifeT" Have they ever so looked 
into the coadition of women in heathen lands as to realise that all 
the consideration and respect which they recdve from the other sex 
(even from their own bnsbands and brothers), and claim, too, as 
their right, the sweet smenities of the home (»role, the delights of 
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■ooal life, the priTile)^ of ooltnre and ednoadon, they owe to the 
gospel of onr Lord Jesoa Christ ? 

With emphasiB be it repeated, that it is to ignoranDe of these 
great Aiot«, and tho multitude of related &ot8 bo iateresting to 
ererj heart that loves Ood and its fellowa, we taaai attribute the 
indifferenoe and apathy, as well as the prejudice and opposition whlob 
meet us in this work. 

This is strikiogly illustrated in the life of that great missionary, 
the AposUe Paul. A native of Tarsus, one of the largest cities of 
the Boman Empire, where the sensuous mythology of the Greeks 
had reared its costly and beautiful temples, and where the eormpting 
influenco of the worship of Bacohos, Venus, and other deified 
TillaiDS of Olympus had leavened society, he had been ^miliar from 
his youth with the vice and degradation which accompany Idolatry, 
even in its most gilded forms. How well he understood what 
heathenism was, we may learn from the first chapter of his Epistle 
to the fiomans. Surely he, whose life was so often " imperiled by 
heathen," who himself " fought with wild beasts," in the arena at 
Ephesus, to gratify the idle onriosity and thirst for blood of those 
ettitivated idolaters, had a thorough and experimental knowledge of 
the oonditioD of the heathen world. Was it not this knowledge, 
joined to the firm oouTiotion that the gospel of Christ was the only 
remedy for the woes of a sin-onrsed earth, which fired his seal, as 
he pressed on through stripes and imprisonments, through stonings 
and shipwrecks, through jonrneylngs and perils, through watohings 
and painfiilness, "toward the mark, for the priie of the high oalling 
of God in Christ Jesus?" 

In speaking of the importance of this knowledge of Foreign Mis- 
nons, we must not forget its elevating influence upon both mind 
and heart. As a rule, the most oonsisWnt, earnest, ooDse<^Bt«d and 
usefU Ohristians in all denominations, are those who are most intel- 
ligent, and therefore most interested in the great work of the world's 
evangeliiation. Blessing others, their own spiritual blessings are 
multiplied. 

Such knowledge, with its aooompanying interest, tends to destroy 
narrowness and selfishness, to ennoble the oharaoter and render it 
more dlnnterested and Christ-like. 
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To the mind Boffideotlj enlightened to look out npon m " world 
lying in wickedneBS," and realise Bomethingof its need, though only 
the Infinite Mind can know ite all, how the petty goeeip of a nogh- 
borhood, the caprices and demands of fashion, and even the trials 
and TexationB of every-day life, sink into inaignifioanoe. 

If we oonld take from oar yoang people, of both sexes, the vile 
oormptiog novels of Mba Braddon and her achool, the weak trash 
of Marion Barland, and others of that ilk, the gensalional, demor- 
aliiing stories which flood the land, and sn1[«titate therefor soeh 
books as " Woman and her Savior in Persia," the lives of Dr. Jad- 
son and those noble women who shared his labors, and the many 
other instructive and inspiring volumes for which the Otiuroh is so 
deeply indebted to the great work of Foreign Missions, what might 
we not acoomplish for Christ and the world? If we oould only so 
order their reading, that instead of enshrining in their hearts as 
their ideal the hero or heroine of some sensational love story, they 
ooatd be stirred and molded by an aoquuntanoe with snoh oharao- 
t«rs as Ann Haaseltine Jndson and Fidelia Fiake, Henry Martyn 
and Dr. Livingstone, who can estimate the beneficial resulU I 

Thus, on the one side wa see that ignorance of this oaose entails in- 
difference or apathy, or prejudice or opposition. On the other we 
find that eamestDeae, seal, consecration, and self-denial spring finm 
a thorough aoquaintanbe with the wants and work of missions, and 
that this knowlec^ is ennobling and elevating in ita importanoe. 



CONSECRATION. 

UBS. U. J. ALDBIOH. 

I want to take the word Consecration an a thread on which to 
string some pearls that are dag ftom the mine in which is found the 
pearl of great price — redemption from sin through the blood of onr 
Lord Jesus Christ. And when this theme was first suggested to 
me, there came a whisper to m; mind, " Let this mind be in you 
wbioh was also in Christ Jesus." (Phil, ii, 7.) The passage, evi- 
dently, refers to Christ's humiliation in the incarnation of his Ddty 
in humanity ; but bring John xvii, 19, and let it reflect ita light 
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upon itr, and I h&ve thought it vonld be found a kej to the topic 
we ue ooDsidenDg. Id tlie words, "I sanctify myGelf," there is 
evident allnsioo to the ceremonial law regarding the oleaiuing of 
"almost all things which, under the law, were purged with blood." 
But Christ had neither the " heait-spot " of our sinful nature, nor 
the "life-spot " of actual ein from which to be cleansed. He was 
clean, holj ; He kept Himself clean, holy, and the word sanctify can 
mean "oonseorato myself." Christ did oonaecrat« Himself— set Him- 
self apart to the work of onr redemption, and He was oonseoratod 
— set apart — to this work for us. Let thia mind be in you which was 
in Christ Jcbub also. Christ's consecration was the result of the 
Father's love ; " Qod so loved the world," eto. It was the result of 
His own divine love. (Eph. v. 2.) He loved us and gave Him- 
self for us ; it was voluntary. (Heb. z. 9.) It was to accomplish 
the will of God in us, which will is onr aanotiBcation and the con- 
seoratios to God of onreelres. (2 Pet. iii. 9.) For God is not 
willing that any should pei^h, (Ee. xxzlii. 11,) "for He hath no 
pleasure in the death of the wicked ;" but (1. Tim. ii. 4) He would 
" have all men to come to the knowledge of the truth." Christ's oon- 
seoration was voluntary and constant ; He was fonnd doing His Fa- 
ther's work when twelve years of age (John iv. 31). His meat 
was to do the will of Him that seat Him, and we would all do well 
to learn that man liveth not by bread alone, but hy every word that 
prooeedeth out of the month of God. (John vi. 40.) And this is 
the will of Him that sent me, that every one which seeth the Son 
and believeth on Him may have etemul life ; and I will raise 
Him up again at the last day. Let this mind be in you which was 
also in Christ Jesns. Letyonr desire be to do the will of our Father in 
heaven, for the salvation of others ; let it be voluntary, perieot, oon- 
stant; let it be like Christ's — a denial of self, a giving up of self 
for those who will perish without it. Let it be to do the will of che 
Father, which is the aanotification of the heathen women, who will 
perish without our consecration tii Christ and to His canse. Oh, if 
this mind which was in Christ Jesns was in us, also, would the 
Boards of OUT Ghuroh be empty? If all those bom into the 
kingdom of Christ repeated and kept Jacob's vow (Genesis xzviii, 22), 
" Of all that thon shalt give m« I will surely g^ve thee the tenth," 
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would not the treasarjr of oar Charcb — of all tlie churchea — oyer- 
flow? Oan we do less ? If this mind which was Id Christ Jeans 
also was in us, would not every Christian, like Philip, go oat and 
seek to bring some Nathaniel to Christ? And this wonld revoln- 
tionize the Chnich as regards the number of Christian workers. 
And oh, oompare onr oonseoration with Christ's I What did He not 
Spve up? what do we give up that is worth the keeping? His 
consecration brought to Him a life of privation, a death of shame ; 
onr consecration brings na a hundred fold in the life that now is, and 
in the world to come life everlasting, and makes us co-workers 
with him in bringing home many souls to glory. 

CONSECRATION, 
MEB. A. L. Horr. 

When the mother of Zebedee's children came to Christ, asking 
that her two sons might sit, the one on his right hand and the 
other on his left in His kingdom, Jesus answered, (we may suppose, 
with a gentle voice, and a tender, pitiful look,) '' Ye know not 
what ye ask." But, addressed to them in return the question, 
" Are ye able to drink of the cup that I shall drink of, and to be 
baptised with the baptism that I am baptised with?" To ua of the 
nineteenth century oomea the inquiry with no less emphasis, than to 
those then admitted to special intimacies with Jesus. Can we reply 
aa did they, " We are able." 

This cup of oonseoration is a costly one. Are we ready to drink 
it bo its bitter dr^ ? It is a desire with many a Christian heart to 
come nearer unto the presence of Christ — to know a more intimate 
communion, to drink in more of his spirit, to be more vitally joined 
to Him, and, to sit ever, like Mary of Bethany, at His feet and 
learn of Him. And, is it not the doctrine of the loving Savior's 
question, that we may, yea, hath He not commanded utto" abide in 
Him," that we may " bring forth much frnit," and that our " joy 
may be full ?" But onr hearts at onoe ask, what is the price of 
this preeminent nearness to Christ ? What were the ingredients in 
that cap of which he drank? What the elements of that "baptism 
with which He was baptised ?" " Poverty and weariness and 
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hanger and homelessnesfi and buffeting and acourging and thorns 
and nails were His baptism." In the ftill cap wrong out to Him 
were all the trials of His spirit — M the bardens He took npon Hia 
son I for men and among men — all His oare, all His cotdpassion — all 
His travail of patience and grief — His experience of eontradiotion, 
ingratitude, misapprehension, rejection and reviling. It was the 
dreaded bitterness of these strange ingredieots which wmng from 
Him the strong plea, " Father, if it be possible, let this cap pass 
irom me ; nevertheless, not aa I will, but as thon wilt." 

Bat, " the servant is not greater than his Lord," and if we are to 
know the blessedness of fellowship with Him, the first cap ws are to 
drink is the cup of oonaecration. He offers it to our lips aa a bond 
and aeal of anion with Himself. We are to lay all at the Savior's 
feet, to reserve nothing, to write npon all oar pleasant things, 
" Sacred to Jesas," — to regard onrselves, body and sonl, heart and 
life, set apart to the ase of the Lord. Thu ia the price of nearness 
to Christ, here and hereafter, — of which cap we may drink, or can 
re/rain. Does the tear start as we leave oar earthly paradise to 
take the cap of which the first taste seema so bitter 7 The drunght 
ahall beoome every day more grateful as the strange sweetness 
lingers on the palate, and, as we look into the cap in which His face 
has been imaged, His eyes having looked into it before ear own, and 
drink next to Him, we shall oome near to Qim and be one with Him. 

And, as " He carried our sorrows," saying to as, " Bear ye one 
another's burdens, and ao fulfill the law of Christ," our full hearts 
shall learn to " weep with those who weep," — to stretch oat a help- 
ing band to those straggling with want, to plunge into the deep 
waters, to rescue those battling with temptation — " to do good to 
all men," bodies and souls, " as we have opportunity." Then ahall 
we, like the Master, seek not our own. 

It ia indeed a law of the gospel Kingdom, that, in order to be a 
follower of Jesus, self most be denied, and a cross dally borne. 
What may be withheld from Him, who gave Himself to die for 
sinners ? His sacrifice was the greatest possible. Shall man's be 
nearly nothing 7 Was not the end for which he gave Himself up 
to the grand work of redeeming love, that we might bo consecrated 
and cleansed for use, as veaaels of honor, in the heavenly temple ?

If 
every Christian woman in America shonld obey that injnnotion, 
think you there would be this wail of " indebtedness," and this cry 
for " retrenchment " coming up from our Boirds ? But you say 
"women do not carry the purse." Granted. Then let them use 
the same ingenuity and womanly devices to obtain means for this 
good work, that they do for the adornment of their persons and 
homes, and surely there will be no more lack. There is still more 
important work which Christian women can, may, mmt do, or it 
will remain for ever undone. Mothers, we have the training of 
immortal souls committed to us. Let us consecrate our lives to the 
work. Whether we will or not, we must leave our impress on 
their plastic minds. We are sowing the seed ; " Oh, what shall the 
harvest be ? " " Whatsoever a man soweth that shall he also reap." 
A missionary lady wrote firom India : " I saw a mother with her 
in&nt of a few months going to the house of her idol ; I watdied to 
see what she would do. She took her offering of rice and placed it 
in the Iiand of the in&nt ; then taking the little hand in hers, she 
presented the ffft to the idol." Do Christian mothers commence 
thus early to instill lessons of devotion into the hearts of their

children ? Bttrning withta oar hurts for the past months hu been 
a deeire tbi more entire oonseontion to our Master. Whst more 
glorioas fhiit can this incretsed meeanre of love bring forth, than 
ihe training of our little ones in such » manner that their whole 
liTes sliall be oongeorated to the service of that Savior who died to 
redeem them ? Qod grant that we may heed the command given to 
His ancient people (Dent. 6:7) : " And tbon shalt teach my words 
diligently to thy children, and slialt talk of them when then stttest 
in thy house, and when thou walkest by the way, when thoa lieat 
down and when thoa riseet up." Another command is sometimee 
overlooked, viz. : " The first bom of thy sons shtdt thoa give anto 
me, Bsltb the Lord." Have we lud oar children on the altar? 
Should God honor ns by calling them to carry the " glad news " to 
the dark corners of the earth, could we cheerfully say go ? Pec- 
haps wa need to draw nearer the oross ourselves bdbre we oan be 
willing in this way to help extend the light of the Gospel. If we 
would bo wholly oonseorated we must bo emptied of self, that we 
may be filled with Christ. Willing to be anything or nothing, that 
God may be glorified. Again and again we asked, " Lord what 
wilt Thou have me to do ? " Down the centuries the answer has 
been echoing and reSchoing " Go ye into all the world and preach 
My Gospel to every oreature." We ouinot all go, but we oan all 
send. We can work wherever onr lot is east ; counting it a blessed 
privUege and a glorious oondesoension on the part of onr " Great 
High Priest," that we arc permitted to labor.

Christian women, our work is already assigaed. The words of 
the Master are plain : " Go preach the gospel to every oreatare." 
The place where that work Is to be done ia of little coDSeqaence. 
It matters little whether we oarry the gospel to the darkened in 
India and Japan, or to those who love darkness in our own country ; 
little whether our work add to the great current of social benevo- 
lenee, or lie within the saored walls of onr home ; whether we an 
telling some other tronbled sinner of Jesus and His love, or, in onr 
own hearts, we ate seeking the higher life and the inward witness, 
only that we are doing the work, and that wq do it to the end. 

ChrUtian ttead/astneu covers the ground. Settled, steady, firm, 
constant are the rendering of this same word — slead/attTitit — and 
this ia what we are to be, my Christian sisters. 

In the fifteenth chapter 1st Corinthians the chief of the apostles 
afUr those incomparable words, " When this corruptible shall have 
pat on incorruption, and this mortal shaU have put on immortality," 
followed by the exultant " Thanks be unto Ood who giveth us the 
victory 1 " then come the words, " Therefore, beloved, be ye atead- 
&Bt, immovable, always aboanding in the work of the Lord ; foras- 
maoh as ye know that your labor ia not in vun in the Lord." 

There most be the sowing beside all waters, that there be reaping 
in joy ; the beat of the summer that there be the vintage and the 
ripened sheaf; toil that there be rest ; grace that there be glory ; 
enduring to the end that we be saved. 

The words to the beloved John were to us, as to the angel of the 
□hurch in Smyrna, " Be thon fiuthful unto death, and I will give 
thee a crown of life." 

In the autumn of 1839 a stranger fVom an Eastern city came to 
Michigan,, and gave, one Sabbath morning, his first sermon, of a 
long and sucoraeful pastorate irom the words I have just qaoted> 
Years afterward the preacher was one of the founders of the Fort 
Street Presbyterian Gharch, Detroit. The spirit of the text of his 
first sermon was interlined in every other, and was the key and soul 
of all his Christian endeavors. To-day the memory of this man and 
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
